Rttcolvor Alnsor at a Loaa to Know 
W hothor tho Brokon Bank 
Must Pay Taxoa. 


The First National bank last spring 
was assessed on 125,000, the amount of 
tax amounting to between $800 and 
$900. As the Institution has failed, 
Receiver Ainger is at a loss to know 
whether the bank will be held to pay 
this tax or not. There is a supreme 
court decision on the question and the 
same will be looked up. The matter 
of 9800 or $900 is something to the 
bank, and it is also something to the 
city. The receiver will promptly pay 
the city if the law states that he shall. 


The receiver last night sent his first 
report to the comptroller of currency. 
Collections at the bank are being slow­ 
ly received at present as the receiver 
has been working hard on his report. 
Besides,he is not crowding payment on 
the good paper as it is drawing interest 
and should it be paid the interest would 
oease. A hustle for money will be 
made just before the second dividend 
is declared,which will likely bo in .Tan- 
uary. At that time it is expected that 
20 to 25 per cent, more will be paid de­ 
positors. 


The book of 400 checks sent to Wash­ 
ington this week for the signature of 
the comptroller represent $20,219.5:^ 
Since the checks were sent in some 
fifteen or twenty more claims have 
been proved and another batch of 
checks will be sent to Washington 
in a few days. There are several hun­ 
dred small depositors who have a few 
cents each in the bank, many of whom 
will doubtless never take the pains to 
prove their claims. It is estimated that 
about $2,000 of such claims will never 
be called for. 


When the l>ank was closed on Sep­ 
tember 17, many people about the 
streets criticised the action of National 
Bank Examiner George B. Caldwell. 
They loudly declared that if left alone 
the institution would have ‘‘pulled 
through” all right. It has since been 
learned that at the time the examiner 
took hold there was onW $2,5iX> in tbe 
vaults of the bank. 
The day preced­ 
ing the failure between $15,000 and 
$16,000 had been withdrawn. Had the 
bank attempted to do business on Sat­ 
urday depositors would have broken 
the bank Wfore noon. 
Mr. Caldwell, 
in the face of the facts, could not have 
acted otherwise. 


Regarding tbe periodical talk of 
strangers coming here to start a bank 
on the foundation of the broken institu­ 
tion, well versed men in banking de­ 
clare that the result would be disap- 
}^inting. Strangers would find it dif­ 
ficult to secure a reasonable amount of 
the business and even harder work U> 
interest home 
capital from buying 
stock in the Institution. 
The new 
bank to be highly successful must have 
behind it men of responsibility and 
known to tho community. It is possi­ 
ble for the city to pull through to 
spring without a new bank.

WRECKAGE IS COMING ASHORE. 


It Was at PIrat S u p D o a o d to Beloncr 
to tho Tow Barffo Neff but 
Sho lo Safe. 


Wreckage, 
presumably 
from the 
steamer Helen Taylor of Ludlngton, is 
coming ashore two miles south of St. 
Joseph. The Taylor is reported lost. 
She was out in Thursday's gale and 
news of her has not yet reached any of 
the Lake Michigan iK>rts. 


Of the wreckage washed upon the 
bcach south of St. Joseph there is part 
of a yawl boat upon which appears tho 
name “Sidney O. Neflf.” This lead to 
the theory that the tow barge Sidney 
O. Neff, a consort of the barge Kdward 
S. Tice, had foundered but from First 
M^te Otto Hendrickson, of the Tice, it 
was learned by T h h Ne w .s today that 
the NefT is laid up in Milwaukee. 


A large number of cedar |>o.sts are 
coming ashore here near where the 
broken yawl boat lies and in view of 
the fact that the steamer Taylor car­ 
ried a cargo of cedar posts when she 
cleared the Ludington harbor Wednes­ 
day, the theory that the wreckage be­ 
longs to the Taylor is strengthened. 
Part of a cabin door was washed up 
yesterday afternoon. 


The yawl boat wreckage with the 
name Sidney O. Neff upon it which 
was found on the beach here is ac­ 
counted for by reason of a collision 10 
days 
ago in midlake between the 
steamer Charles I^lch and the barge 
Neff when the yawl boat was demol­ 
ished. 


The steamer Fayette was in Thurs­ 
day’s storm and lost her'deck load of 
lath. She has laid up in Chicago.

‘‘hunting on tbe Sabbath. ” The money 
thus collected went for the support of 
the poor, the lame and the blUid, and 
buried the dead. The old records show 
that seats were assigned aooordlng to 
rank or for special reasons. One Susan- 
uah Edwards officiated as sexton, to the 
entire satisfaction of the congregation. 
The old edifloe had neither chimney nor 
itreplnoe until 1819, foot stoves furnish* 
iug the only warmth. The most con- 
ipicuous families in the early history of 
Virgiuia were worfihipors at Christ

Many tales have been told of the un- 
willingnoas of the Chiuew) to m e the 
advantages of the introduction of the 
telegraph into China. A telegraph jour­ 
nal now adds to tho number by tbo re­ 
cital of an incident conuootod with tho 
first cable along tho coast from Poking 
to Shanghai. Soon after the cable was 
laid a lottery drawing came off in Po­ 
king. in which many of tho residents of 
Shanghai held tickets. One of the gam­ 
blers GO far overcame his distrust of the 
cable as to havo tho winning numbers 
sent him, and ho bought the tickets 
bearing them from his more skeptical 
townsmen, realizing a small fortune on 
the transaction. Not long after there 
was a scanty crop of rice in the upfier 
proTinces, and a Shanghai merchant 
telegraphed to Peking instmctions to 
buy heavily. The ultimate result was 
that ho sold out at an immense profit 
and retired on an independency. By do- 
urcea it began to dawn on tho Chinese 
that it was just as well not to tear down 
telegraph wtrea. as tho telegraph was a 
iairly good thing to have around

A P acallor O ptical llloiioa. 


A correspondent of a photographia 
journal, in speaking of tho ë|iecial in­ 
terest that attaches to tho Koentgen 
rays among photographerct, who often 
are not in a position to invest in elabo­ 
rate and expensive sets of apparatus, 
says ic; is not generally known that by 
means of a very simple optical illusion 
an almost perfect imitation of the won­ 
ders of radiography am bo shown w ith­ 
out tho trouble and expense of induc­ 
tion coils, tubctf or fluorescent screenii. 
All that is necessary is to take a small 
feather from a pheasant or turkey and 
holding it oloso to the eye look through 
tho radiating ribs at the end of the 
feather at tho fingers of tho hand held 
up toward the sky or aguiust the win­ 
dow. The flesh of tho lingers will then 
appear to bo transparent, with tho 
opaquo bone running down in tho cen­ 
ter. as shown by the crue radiograph. If 
it is desired to exhibit the phenomenon 
by gaslight, a piece of ground glass 
must be held in tronc of the flame to 
diffuse tho light.

ing incurable disease. Now the articlo to 
be gilded is placed in an olectrioal bath, 
the (Turront is turned on, and in a short 
time the piece is ready for the burnish­ 
er. Gilding by moans of gold leaf and 
gold ]K)wder is still praoti<»d. tbo work 
being mostly done by hand. Imt its del­ 
icacy is such as to require long practioo 
and great oxperieuoe. .^n amateur gild­ 
er has no earthly chance of success. 
His work will always show the inexpo- 
rienoo of

until April 1,1900. the opinion declar­ 
ing that it is now in effect and this de­ 
cision increases the discomfiture of the 
ocal commercial fisherman.
